THE MIXERS' STRIKE. 


Arbitration Will Probably Not 


be Possible. 


InterrMlug IlrVflopin«itaExp«<-t«l Within 


tin- Next Twenty-Four HDUM-- 


Selllnc Slack. 


PITTSBUKU, Pa., July 21—From 


surface indications the scheme of 
arbitration on the uniformity basis 
is making but slow progress in the 
Pittsburg district. No attempt has 
been made for several days to con- 
fer with any of the Pittsbnrg opera- 
tors, and no signatures have boon 
secured to the agreement, but See- 
rotary. Schmid said today that it 
was quite probable there would !» 
interesting developments within the 
next tweuty-four hours. 
He ex 


pects the commissioners all back in 
Pittsburg 
tonight, when 
some- 


thing definite may be accomplished. 
Henry Florescheim, one of the larg- 
est operators in the district, has 
(placed himself on record as favora- 
ble to the plan, but said Mr. De- 
Armit would never accomplish it 
by running around to Philadelphia, 
New York and Atlantic City looking 
for signatures. "Why don'J he call 
a meeting of the operators," said he, 
"to be held here in Pittsburg, say 
in the council chamber, and have all 
the operators attend it and there 
affix their signatures to the agree- 
ment? That's the only way that it 
will ever be accomplished." 


When it was suggested to Mr. 


Florescheim that he call such a 
meeting, he pondered a moment, 
and then said that he would consider 
it. Mr. Florescheim declares that 
at the present time he can bny 
West Virginia coal at the mines for 
sixty cents a ton, and then asks 
aow the pperators in Pennsylvania 
are expected to compete against that 
and pay sixty-nine cents for min- 
ing. 
Of course, the quality is 


poorer, but then it is coal, and will 
do nicely in a pinch. 


Some slack sales are being made 


during, the strike, and one of them 
will be by the Monoagahela gas coal 
company. For a year almost all of 
their slack has been dumped onto 
immense banks and there it has re- 
mained, 
while 
other 
operators 


throughout the district were selling 
it at from fifteen to thirty-five cents 
per ton. 
Today the market price 


for it is in the neighborhood of 
$1.15 per ton, and the company has 
an almost exhaustless supply in 
front of their mines at Willock sta- 
tion.

Debs' failure to do 
anything with the Watson men at 
Revesville last night was disheart- 
ening, but the organizers have re- 
gained their nerve and early this 
morning a general conference was 
held to devise new plans. 
The 


Kanawha, valley miners' committees 
are today presenting their demand 
for an advance of thirteen cents a 
ton to last throughout the year. 
This may cause a strike where sym- 
pathy was impotent. On the Nor- 
folk find Western the organizers 
find little encouragement and there 
is no better outlook for the strike. 
The strike in the state as a whole is 
regarded as lost unless local issites 
can be made to figure sufficiently to 
interest where symnathy is lacking.

STRIKING MINERS EXPECTED. 


CASONSBCRO, Pa., July 
31.—A 


message was received bore last 
night from Cecil that some 500 or 
600 strikers were preparing to 
march on Canonsburg and McGov- 
ern again. The news created great 
excitement here and at the mines 
up the valley. 
T^ie deputies on 


guard were reinforced and all pre- 
parations made to protect the miners 
at work there. The body of strik- 
ers have not yet arrived here, but 
are expected tonight. 
A message 


was received here this morning at 3 
o'clock from Cecil stating that a 
body of strikers had left Thomas 
Rnn via Bridgeville for Canonsburg 
this morning. No marchers have 
left Cecil yet. The Canonsburg 
Cosl company mines are idle today. 
The Enterprise men have struck 
and the mines have been closed 
down for an indefinite period. The 
mine of Cook & Sons is being oper- 
ated today with a reduced force, 
many miners refusing to work.
